English Metropolis Not Bothered by Talkies—Legitimate 
Theaters in Healthy Condition—Numerous Com- 
panies Being Organized for This Country 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Once again, as in 
the days of Charles Frohman, London is 
becc ming the theatrical producing center 
of the world. Cnarles B. Cochran himself 
has voiced this opinion. 

Cochran, in association with Arch 
Selwyn, of New York, is sending three 
English companies to the States this 
season. 

Al H. Woods, another American. pro- 
ducer, is associated in putting on an 
English melodrama with an _ English 
company; William A. Brady is organiz- 
ing an English troupe for Sir John 
Ervine’s new play, The First Mrs. Fraser, 
and duplicate companies are being 
formed to play Drinkwater’s Bird in 
Hand in America. 

In contrast to the inroads that the 
talkies have made on the regular stage 


in New York and other American cities, 
the legitimate theater situation here is 
in a healthy condition. There is no 
worry Over sound pictures. During the 
final week of August, for instance, there 
were 22 productions in London play- 
houses—not including the suburbs, 
where most of the theaters also are 
open—while during the same period in 
New York there were only 18 legitimate 
attractions on view. Most of the 22 
London pieces had been running all 
sunimer, and only two were of American

Exodus of actors from Broadway to 
the West Coast, making it difficult for 
producers to cast shows in the East, 
also has done considerable to reduce 
New York's standing as a production 
center.

Leave Stock Out in Cold 


Woods, Youmans, Miller and Shuberts Tied Up With 
Picture Concerns for Rights—Stock Material Ebb 
Costs Nation 60 Companies 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Broadway producers with their talking-picture tie- 
ups and their eyes on potential picture values are killing the stock possibilities 


of new plays. 


The producers doing the greater number of plays practically all 


have some working agreement for financial backing with picture people, and 
cannot select plays that have no picture value, 


A H. Woods is the latest to start the 
saving of the talkie. Woods is tied up with 
Warner Brothers for 12 plays, and he is 
rushing them in fast. Last week he 
opened two, and one is due, with a 
fourth ready to open out of town, and a 
fifth going into rehearsal next week. 

Murder On the Second Floor was 
panned by the critics, but it is agreed 
that it is a picture possibility. Scarlet 
Pages may be a fairly successful play, but 
it will be a much better talkie. Remote 
Control, the Jones & Green play, is an 
open-and-shut talkie Houseparty, a bad 
play, has a chance as a picture. 

The many that are set for produc- 
tion, judging from early reports, are all 
aimed at the picture rights, with even 
their Broadway runs a secondary con- 
sideration. 

The two Woods plays that opened and 
the three pending are all Warner picture 
property, Broadway hears. The pictures, 
however, will not be made until the 
shows have completed their Broadway 
runs. 

Last season at the peak of the year 
there were 160 stock companies thruout 
the country. This season it is anticipated 
that not more than 100 will be spread 
over the country. Producers have for- 
gotten about the stock rights, which be- 
fore the advent of the talkie was a great 
source of revenue, both to the author 
and the producer. 

Stock Managers cannot find suitable 
material for their companies from the 
Brordway plays, because these are aimed 
at picture rights, and the recent Broad- 
way productions that have had stock 
chances have all been played to death in 
stock and on the road. The stock man- 
ager js confronted with the problem of 
finding new territory to show his wares. 

Vineent Youmans is another of the 
producers tied up with pictures, for 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer are behind his 
Great Day. Shuberts are still saying 
nothing about the rgreement with Pathe. 
Gilbert Miller has an agreement with 
Paramount.

A. H. Woods’ Scarlet Pages, 
at the Morcsco, and Murder on the Sec- 
ond Floor, at the Eltinge, are given a 
good chance, altho the latter is slated 
to rely on the bargain hunters for the 
bulk of its trade. Houseparty, at the 
Knickerbocker, is not conceded much of 
a chance, and A Comedy of Women, at 
the Craig, is a com»lete washout. 

Sweet Adeciine is packing Hammer- 
stein’s at a $6.60 tcp at every perform- 
aloe, with the specs getting as high as 
$25 for a singe ticket. It’s a Wise Child, 
at the Belasco; Street Scene, at the 
Playhouse, and Journey’s End, at Henry 
Miller's, top the dramatic list.

English Plays 


Repertory Group Formed To 
Give B’way Successes for 
Permanent Residents 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Preparations 
for the establishment of a permanent 
American Theater in Paris will be com- 
pleted this week here by Carol M. Sax 
the managing director and one of the 
originators of the movement. 

Sax sails for Paris this week with a 
company of 12 American actors and 
actresses who will handle the leads of 
the productions. The first production is 
planned for early November. Associated 
with Sax in the movement is Dorothy 
Marsh, former secretary of the American 
Women’s Club at Paris. 

The company will present as far as 
possible plays that have been successes 
on Broadway and will be offered for 
the entertainment of the 50,000 or more 
permanent English-speaking residents otf 
the French capital. The plays will all 
be staged and directed at the theater 
in Paris, which has already been leased 
Each play will be given for a run of two 
weeks. Additions to the original num- 
ber of players who will go to France 
from here will be made from American 
actors in Europe. 

Sax will direct all the productions 
himself.

Sax has stressed the point that his 
theater will not be aimed at the tourist 
trade that floods the French capital 
during the summer. It is solely for 
the entertainment of permanent Paris 
residents who are American or English 
For this reason he has chosen to open 
his first production when the winter 
season in Paris is commencing. The 
theater will be supported on the sub- 
scription plan.

Reduces Family House Staffs 
by Eliminating Treasurers 


—Only a Beginning 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16. Joseph 
lunkett’s economy ax was given its 
first swing last week, this being an aft- 
ermath of several months of intensive 
inquiry thru his divisional men into 
the affairs of RKO theaters. It has 
been decided that in all of the so-called 
intermediate houses one job will be done 
away with by the combining of the du- 
ties of assistant manager and treasure! 
under one individual's responsibility 

By a process of switches and letouts 
the elimination of the treasurer's post 
has already been effected in the Royal 
and Franklin, in the Bronx, and the 
Tilyou, Prospect, Bushwick and Green- 
point, Brooklyn. Corresponding changes 
will be made over the entire circuit with- 
in the next several weeks, according to 
an authentic source. 

By eliminating the treasurer's solo job 
Plunkett breaks an unbusinesslike pre 


cedent in the RKO families that has 
been in force as far back as the old- 
timers can remember Seasons back, 
when business was not so forte in the 
outlying K-A houses, theater men could 
hardly account logically for the over- 
staffed situation. The Plunkett regime 


is instituting the economy measure on 
the assumption that an assistant man- 
ager’s job, with its attendant responsi- 
bility for the house receipts and detail 
bookkeeping work, should be combined 
with that of treasurer 

As the season progresses further pe: 
sonnel cuts of a general character will 
be made in RKO houses, but not as an 
economy factor. It has been noted by 
the new theater management adminis- 
tration that in certain of the houses too 
much money is being spent in main 
taining services that are not quite as 
important as others not offered at thi 
time. The changes will put the expend- 
itures, tho they will remain constant 
where Plunkett thinks they best belong

attended by a quorum of the membership body of the TTOA (Theatrical Transfer 


Owners’ Association), a set of seven rules, 
covering every phase of the business, 
was drawn up and duly approved. At 
the organiagation’s monthly meeting to- 
night the rules will be officially adopted 
and incorporated into the by-laws. 

The rules are *heoretically fair, both 
to transfer owners and acts and pro- 
ducers forced to do business with them, 
but the more important feature of this 
latest move ‘to establish the 15 member 
firms on a stable basis is the penalty 
that will be inflicted on firms found to 
commit the least infraction. The de- 
tails of the punishment will be worked 
out at tonight's executive session, but it 
has been announced beforehand by re- 
spo.sible membe.-s of the organization 
that punitive measures will be so severe 
that it “will amount to putting a firm 
out of business.” 

The rules drawn up and already put 
into effect by the member firms, altho 
acts and producers are not expected to 
adjust themselves to the new conditions 
until October 1, are: 


1. No free storage. 

2. No discounts or commissions; this 
applies and is aimed at the palm- 
smearing of acts recommending 
others to a hauling concern or thea- 
ters using their influence to have 
acts favor a certain hauler. 

3. A flat rate is established of $2.50 a 
load for ferry portage. This ap- 
plies under any and all conditions. 

4. Individual and isolated accounts 
(those using this service infre- 
quently) are to be charged $8 per 
load per month for storage. The 
minimun  storage-space charge 
for regular accounts shall be $25 
a month, 

5, All labor in and out of warehouse 
stall be charged at the rate of $2.50 
per load. This makes a total charge 
of $5 for taking a load in and out 
of the warehouse. 

6. Hereafter a load is defined as 
measuring 6 feet by 6 feet by 12 
feet. Sizes differing from this pat- 
tern will be charged in proportion. 
No solicitors permitted in theaters. 
(This is designed to give an act or 
producer the choice of transfer 
company they desire to engage.) 

The greater part of the rules were 
theoretically in force the last several 
seasons, but were rarely observed by 
members, it is admitted, due to the Keen 
Opposition between certain firms and 
what is deemed to be the “hoggish” 
salary and overtime demands of union 
chauffeurs and helpers. The 15 member 
firms of the TTOA have awakened to the 
realization vhat the various destructive 
forces are drivin: them to the wall, and 
that their only salvation is the establish- 
ment of a new era in their internal re- 
lations 

One of the TTOA officials declared that 
the seven rules were drawn up primarily 
to ostracize the chiselers in the hauling 
business, but also to “show that we want 
to work with the actor and to give him 
every chance.” 

Shortly, a general revision of the TTOA 
Price card, which has been the cause of 
much squawking by acts and pro- 
ducers, will be made. It is not known, 
however, whether this change will bring 
the present rates down or boost them 
even higher. 

Besides pessing on the rules, the TTOA 
body also placed itself on record as op- 
posed to accounts “unning over 30 days. 
By an arrangement which has been in 
effect for some time, every TTOA mem- 
ber is informed of the minute details of 
the business of member firms. This will 
make it possible for the officers to en- 
force this ruling, with the proviso adopted 
that accounts must be in the hands of 
the secretary not ‘ater than 30 days after 
the inception of ‘ndebtedness.

film policies. Bierbauer feels that his 
place is in the office, taking care of the 
supervision of shows and the reception 
of visiting managers and operators. Be- 
sides, Bierbauer claims that the field 
work reports of several of his staff has 
convinced him that it will not alter 
the situation to any extent for him to 
go out on the road. The expense of 
such an undertaking would hardly 
warrant the inferred results, he further 
believes. 

It is true that Bierbauer has been asked 
for his resignation, but it appears that 
he is not willing to tender it. What 
the next step will be no one ventures 
to predict.

Century 
Awakens 


Gets First Run Breaks—Felt 
That RKO Books Need 


Its Houses 

NEW YORK, Sept. 16—Great impetus 
has been given the varied activities of 
the Century Circuit (A. H. Schwartz 
and H. Clay Miner) as the result of its 
thickly veiled “working agreement” with 
RKO. One of the advantages already 
apparent to Schwartz & Miner thru the 
affiliation is the slating of the better of 
their string of 28 houses in Brooklyn 
and Long Island for first-run picture 
policies. Arthur Fisher remains as con- 
tracted vaudeville booker of the circuit, 
altho at this time of the season, when at 
least six houses of this circuit were 
formerly Operated as vaudefilmers, but 
two houses are definitely set in this 
class. 

Tt now appears that, for the present 
at least, the agreement signed some 
weeks ago by Century and RKO officials 
concerns itself solely with mutual pic- 
ture-booking contracts, thus assuring 
both circuits a better break in film buys 
in Brooklyn and Long Island than had 
been theirs when working as independ- 
ent units. Vaudeville tieups might re- 
sult later in the season, but thus far 
the RKO booking office has not been 
apprised of any impending additions of 
Century Circuit houses. 

There is a feeling in the RKO booking 
office that the big time’s tieup with 
Century opens the way for an ideal out- 
let for expansion of the family-time de- 
partment. Conditions on the road inso- 
far as the acquisition of independent 
houses for booking is concerned have 
mever been worse, according to major 
circuit experts. This has put a dampe. 
on the activities of the family-time side 
of the sixth floor. Adding a reasonable 
number of the Schwartz-Miner houses 
to the family-time books, it is felt, will 
do much toward corralling other inde- 
pendents who appear to be content thus 
far in carrying on in a smaller but 
surer scale under all-sound policies 
Houses in the Century chain adaptable 
for vaude. booking are in the better in- 
termediate class. 

Fisher is slated to start booking the 
Queens, Queens Village, for the Century 
outfit on September 28 with five acts 
on Saturdays and Sundays. He will con- 
tinue indefinitely to buy five acts on a 
split week for the Grove, Freeport. 

Century will shortly take its first step 
toward acknowledging its new status as 
an RKO-affiliated circuit by expanding 
its advertising budget to include the 
uying of space in representative metro- 
politan dailies. This is the first time the 
circuit will have plunged so deeply into 
the newspaper advertising field 

Under the latest reorganization plan, 
Century is now piloted by Arthur Abeles, 
designated as general manager. Edward 
L. Hyman holds the post of supervisor 
of theater management, and Larry Cowen 
remains as publicity director.

For Chorines 


Flash and Unit Sponsors File 
Many Calls With Chorus

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—In contrast to 
unfavorable conditions in the major 
circuit booking field, sponsors of pro- 
duction acts and units are apparently 
optimistic about things and are actively 
at work on ambitious schedules. The 
backbone of elaborate and cumbersome 
acis—chorus people—are at a premium. 
The demand is far greater, as usual, for 
ensemble girls. Chorus Equity, which 
has been called upon in former seasons 
for available choristers, reports healthy 
activity in this line 

Mrs. Dorothy Bryant, executive secre- 
tary of Chorus Equity, says this year’s 
calls from vaudeville are not appreciably 
greater than former seasons, but they 
are impressive in number when com- 
pared with the general impression that 
vaudeville producing activity is at its 
lowest ebb. Mrs. Bryant concedes that 
the present listing of vaudeville calls 
might not exceed that of previous peri- 
ods at this time of the year, but they 
belie the idea that vaudeville producers 
are less active than heretofore. 

Vaudeville producers turning to Cho- 
rus Equity for line talent are not met 
with even success. Members of Chorus 
Equity are loath to tie up with vaude- 
ville acts for three principal reasons, ac- 
cording to Miss Bryant. These are: 
harder work, no Equity contract and 
uncertainty as to finally getting set on 
dates. Chorus people turning to vaude- 
ville frequently complain that most of 
their time is spent in rehearsal halls 
and break-in dumps at ridiculously 
small salaries. 

The continued rehearsal activity of 
flash-act sponsors is rather surprising 
in view of the repeated statements by 
RKO booking executives that comedy acts 
are preferred to flash acts, and the 
added comment that stereotyped flashes 
carrying elaborate scenery and large 
casts have little chance of getting book- 
ing breaks. 

Since the only expense to producers in 
rehearsing an act is the rental of a hall 
and possible salary to a pianist, it is 
believed that many of them are resorting 
to the heavy schedules in order to make 
a big show and be ready when an un- 
expected break comes for a flash on the 
larger circuits. Frequently, comedy acts 
starting out as combinations of flash 
and comedy are pruned down in fixings 
by booking office salary offers, and en- 
semble people are finally turned out in 


the cold. Their two weeks of rehearsal 
time and anywhere from two to four 
weeks of break-in dates leave them 


owing beneficent producers money for 
handouts. 


Ross Garver To Reopen

ROGERS AND WYNNE, mixed stepping couple, are mildly appealing in their 
preliminary pedalistics.

New Film Has Sound Track Three Times the Width of 
Ordinary Film — “Movietone Follies of 1929” 
Will Be First Production 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Last night Fox Films presented its Grandeur film to 


he first audience at the Gaiety Theater. 


The Grandeur Movietone Fox Film, as 


this new device is to be called, is an advanced method of photographing and 
projecting sound pictures of dimensions greater than any heretofore produced in 


ublic. 
a h to footlights and takes in the width 
of the stage. It is a device that creates 
the illusion of three-dimensional photog- 
raphy. While other devices of large 
dimensions have been presented at 
privete showings Fox is the first to bring 
the onlarged photograph to the public. 

The Grandeur Film has no connection 
with the Magnascove. Where the earlier 
device only enlarged the screen, magni- 
fying the scene, this new device photo- 
eraphs the scene in life-size proportions. 
The Grandeur Film is 70 mm. wide and 
was developed by Fox Films and the 
General Theaters Equipment Corpora- 
tion, of whith Harley F. Clarke is presi- 
dent. The Grandeur Film was developed 
mainly thru the efforts of A. E. 
Sponsatle, Fox research engineer, who 
also developed the “aeso” light which 
made Movietone possibie. (It is of in- 
terest that the word aeso in its first 
three letters has the initials of the man 
who was responsible for its develop- 
ment.) 

The development of the Grandeur Film 
has also necessitated the development 
of new projectors, new cameras and new 
lenses. The sound ‘rack on the Grandeur 
film is one-quarter inch wide, which is 
three times the width of the sound track 
on the ordinary Movietone film, which 
is 35 mms. wide. This enlargement of 
sound track removes all unnecessary 
foises from reproduction as the volume 
used to carry it to an audience can be 
cut to one-third. 

The first picture presented by Fox 
at the Galety on the new film is For 
Movietone Follies of 1929, which was 
presented at the Roxy several months 
agoon the ordinary screen. This version 
of the Follies was made at the same 


film. The demonstration of the produc- 
tion of the Grandeur Film was held up, 
however, to perfect certain technical 
faults that crept in during production. 
However, it proved of vast interest in 
comparing the original production with 
the one presented on the Grandeur Film. 

While the new device will in time de- 
velop camera tricks, it at present 
eliminates the closeups, the long shots, 
the medium shots and other various 
photographic stunts that gave the in- 
triguing variety which made motion pic- 
tures popular. It remains to be seen in 
the next few weeks how the public will 
react to the enlarged screen. They have 
fallen heavy for the talkies, for color 
productions and now the enlarged film. 
What next?

French Combine 


In Full Control 


PARIS, Sept. 14.—Practically the en- 
tire French motion picture industry, it is 
understood, has been brought into one 
powerful working group, with a capitali- 
zation of $10,000,000. Officially speaking, 
control of the business has become cen- 
tered in two strong combinations. But 
these two groups got together in a work- 
ing agreement. 

The new trust will control nearly all 
the first-run houses in Paris and hun- 
dreds of other theaters in the provinces.

| Short Subject Makers 


Wage Product Battle 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—‘Short subject 
producers are still fighting a _ terrific 
battle for recognition of their wares and 
financial success, altho the skies look 
a whole lot brighter since talking pic- 
tures have been launched,” according to 
an interview recently given by Al 
Christie, head of Christie comedies. 
“Nobody can deny that the battle was 
a losing one before talk was added. 
There’s no denying that short product 
of the whole industry was in a rut. Just 
about the whole ground had_ been 
covered. 

“When the rush for sound came along 
the biggest rush of all was to screen 
what have been called shorts. Any old 
thine was made—with quantity and 
specd of delivery as- the essential factors. 
But in the long run consistent delivery 
and quality production will probably 
come out on top just like it did in the 
short subject field some years ago 

“Theaters have not yet fostered a 
policy of featuring the names of their 
short talking productions and giving 
them a chance for part of the draw, but 
in the new era of talking pictures the 
big name players are going to help a 
lot. The better grade of material will 
be a tremendous aid in elevating the 
general class and audience appreciation 
of this part of the bill 

“You can't make good product con- 
sistently and cheaply, especially in talk- 
ing short pictures,” continued Christie, 
“because the added overhead is greater 
for short pictures than for features. 
The talking short pictures have had a 
cood start now, but all enthusiasm 
could very easily be killed off if ex- 
hibitors, and particularly big chain op- 
erators, put in the same practice which 
killed off progressiveness in silent shorts, 
that is, to buy on price only. As a re- 
sult, all short silent pictures were 
dragged down to a one-price level and 
there was no encouragement and incen- 
tive towards making outstanding prod- 
uct and trying new things. 

“The same thing could very easily 
happen with talking short features. If 
it does, the producers of them who are 
really trying to cater to audiences with 
quality short product night just as well 
fold up now before they go thru the 
heart-breaking struggle all over again.”

Caught in New York 


“The Great Gabbo”’ 
(SONO-ART) 
At Selwyn 


The Great Gebbo, James Cruze’s first 
talking production, is an excellent ex- 
ample of the possibilities of the talking 
sereeh. During the tirst half of the rro- 
duction there is an originality in. idea 
and direction that is startling in its 
unusualness. During the second half it 
degenerates into the average musical 
comedy type of screen production, that 
has been so prevalent since voice became 
an adjunct of the screen. In spite of 
this deficiency in construction the 
spectacle is so lavish and done on such a 
coiossal scale that it makes other pro- 
ductions of that character seem pygmy 
beside it. 

Eric Von Stroheim relinquished his 
director’s megaphone to play the role of 
Gabbo in this production. The film is 
purely Von Stroheim. It is a typical Von 
Stroheim role. James Cruze displayed 
uncanny astuteness when he secured the 
services of the former director for the 
title 1ole in th’s production. 

Von Stroheim's characterization is re- 
marable and individual. It is stamped 
with a finesse in character drawing that 
makes it one of the finest pieces of work 
yet given to the talking screen. 


The story of The Great Gabbo deals 
wita a ventriloquist who is egotistical 
to a degree of brutality. He has a girl 
working in his act who waits on him 
hand and foot and whenever the act 
does not go as well as he expected she 
bears the brunt of his criticism. Only 
after she leaves him does he realize how 
much she meant to him in the little 
things she did for him, not only on the 
stage, but in his dressing room and in 
his private life. Here is where the story 
gains its originality. Gabbo is a dual 
personality. The second personality 
finds its being in his ventriloquial 
dummy with whom he converses when 
alone. Gabbo, as the man, is the baser 
self—the dummy, in other words, might 
be called Conscience. While no one is 
programed as reading the lines of the 
dummy some credit must be given to 
this unprogramed person who is never 
seen upon the screen, but whose voice 
emanates from the painted wooden face. 
It sounds as if it might have been a 
German midget. But whoever it is never 
missed a single point or a single laugh. 
The diction, in spite of the accent, is 
perfect. 

But back to the story. After leaving 
the ventriloquist the girl becomes a 
musical comedy star, while Gabbo climbs 
the theatrical heights atd is the featured 
player in a Broadway revue in which the 
girl has the chief song numbers. Tho 
she is loved by the juvenile she still 
feels a sympathy for Gabbo and begins 
to look after his ‘ressing wants as she 
did when she worked with him in his act. 
Gabbo realizes he loves her, tho she ad- 
mits the only kindness she ever received 
from him was thru the dummy. He mis- 
takes her sympathy for love and when 
she tells him she is married to the juvenile 
he goes into a temperamental mania that 
unbalarces the mind and he drifts upon 
the stage finale dragging his dummy, 
a whipped, broken, muttering, whimper- 
ing man. Here is the climax of the 
story and Von Stroheim works to it like 
that artist he is. The anticlimax which 
fcllows is thoroly fitting and leaves the 
audience with a feeling of regret for this 
cruel man, who is not only broken in 
heart, but broken in spirit as well, as he 
stands in front of the theater, dragging 
the dummy by one leg with his head, 
the better self, bumping the pavements 
as he sees the name of The Great Gabbo, 
ruined by his domineering personality, 
removed from the theater's electric signs. 

The Great Gabbo is from a story by 
Ben Hecht, with continuity and dialog 
by Hugh Herbert. The latter was for 
many years a leading player on the 
vaudeville stage and there is no one 
knows his back-stage surroundings bet- 
ter. He. has written an interesting story 
and the dialog is nicely constructed 

The direction of J:mes Cruze is out of 
the ordinary. Cruze has found angle 
shots that have never been seen in talk- 
ing pictures. His dissolve scenes in 
which Gabbo is struck with a maniacal 
frenzy are thoroly symbolic of a disor- 
dered mind. His back-stage shots, catch- 
ing the chorus and principals from wings, 
from overhead, from foots and behind 
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the orchestra pit, all prove equally effec- 
tive. The ensemble scenes are the largest 
and bring on the greatest number of 
performers yet seen in a talking picture. 
The ensembles are reminiscent of the 
Hippodrome when it was in its palmiest 
days, with R. H. Burnside as its director. 

Several specially written musical num- 
bers are interpclated in the second half, 
two of which, I’m in Love With You and 
Every Now and Then, bid well for pop- 
ularity. 

The supporting cast includes Betty 
Compson, in the leading feminine role— 
a role that offers little in the way of 
histrionics; Don Douglas, as the juvenile, 
and Margie (Babe) Kane, as Babe, all 
of them competent, but his happens to be 
a one-character picture and that one 
character is Von Stroheim. G. D. S. 


“The Girl in the Glass Cage” 


(FIRST NATIONAL) 
At Loew's New York 

This is a fair program picture, unusu- 
ally blessed with more plot than the 
general run of pictures The photog- 
raphy is smooth and effective. especially 
the night scenes with their subdued 
backgrounds. Ralph Dawson is credited 
with direction, and with the exception of 
several lagging moments, due to the 
rather complicated unraveling of the 
story, has turned out a neat melodrama 
that should please in the wired grinds 
and neighborhood houses. 

Loretta Young and Caroll Nye are the 
two undaunted lovers, while Lucian 
Littlefield is a complete surprise in an 
unfamiliar role of a small-town sheik. 
This capable character actor seems to 
miss his accustomed sincerity in the 
playing of such a role, but at that gives 
a neat performance. 

The story concerns the puritanical 
guardianship under which an old souse- 
head is bringing up his daughter. The 
girl, who is cashier in the town movie, 
is continually molested by two tough 
cronies. The town’s wealthiest heir pro- 
tects her, and for this interference the 
underhand pair lay low to get their 
rival. 

After the usual moonlight and lake 
romance the boy goes off to a near-by 
college, but returns immediately when 
he hears the girl is being harmed.

The novelty of presentation on the 
stage gave the play a certain interest 
Eliminating this on the screen, it be- 
comes just an ordinary story well played 
by both Miss Eagels and Mr. March. The 
third important character is capably 
handled by Halliwell Hobbes. 

The story of Jealousy is the suspicion 
that lives in a man’s mind concerning 
his wife. Lies in which she is caught 
bring these suspicions to a reality. The 
girl, in order to keep her impoverished 
artist-husband in the luxury to which he 
has been accustomed after their mar- 
riage, continues to be the mistress of the 
man whom she had known before she 
became a wife. By degrees the husband's 
Jealous suspicions find their proof, with 
the result that he murders the other 
man and finally phones the police, tell- 
ing them he is guilty. The story be- 
comes conflict between the man and 
woman from the first sequence until the 
end. The main fault with the story is 
its lack of sympathy for any character 
The woman is a cheat and a liar; the 
husband a jealous weakling.

LONDON.—Taking in as many theaters by the wayside as practicable on a 


tour like this, I find it most 
with our own. 
visit. 
American and European manufacture. 
the leading picture house. It seems 
strange to see our pictures with Dutch 
titles. 

Amsterdam is a very gay city. Its 
night life is as gay as that of any city 
in Europe. I went thru Southern Ger- 
many, Kolin, Coblenz and Heidelberg. 
At the last named I saw a wonderful 
open-air performance of Midsummer 
Night’s Dream in the courtyard of Heidel- 
berg Castle. It was produced by Gerhart 
Hauptman with the Berlin Company. 
The ruined castle provided an ideal back- 
ground for the play. The cast numbered 
about 200, and the music was splendid. 

But what impressed me most was the 
marvelous lighting. The Germans have a 
floodlight which blends colors beauti- 
fully, gradually shading from one color 
to another without any cutting. This 
festival is given at the castle every year 
in July. It is well worth going to see. 
The romantic background, together with 
the splendid acting and lighting effects, 
creates pictuces which never will be for- 
gotten. 

Switzerland had only movies. I saw 
a film called Erotica in Luzerne which 
you will never see on our side. Not even 
half a reel would get by the censors. It 
is strange to see them still running 
Charlie Chaplin's old films over here. In 
nearly every town you will see Dog's Life 
or seme equally old picture. 

Ttaly had only movies. All the theaters 
were closed for the summer. 

Then, Paris. TI was certainly disap- 
pointed in the theaters of the French 
canital. Never in all my 20-odd years in 
the theater have I ;een such badly run 
theaters. Everything is chaotic. From 
doorman to ushers, no one speaks Eng- 
lish, and God help the Americans who 
fail to tip the usher for their seats. Of 
course, programs are six francs, but you 
are expected to tip the girl a france for 
ushering you. If you don't she'll stand 
and argue at the top of her voice in 
French, no matter whether the show is 
on or not. This was even done at the 
Follies in the middle of the first act. 
Never have I witnessed such scenes in a 
Supposedly first-class theater. 

Of course, Paris is like that. The 
Americans are their game. It is tip, tip, 
tip, everywhere you turn around. As no 
one speaks English, it makes the situa- 
tion most difffeult for the poor “devil 
who doesn’t speak French. 

S:w Maya at the Champs Elysees, with 
Willette Kershaw. It’s in English and 
Miss Kershaw gives a splendid perform- 
ance, but the production was very poor. 
It was played as originally written, with 
all the frankness and ranknegs left in- 
tact The Follies Theater and the 
Casino are much alike.

In London the theaters seem fn a most 
flourishing condition. Our theater may 
be dying, but it is not so here in London. 
Every show I have seen was drawing 
capacity and it does one’s heart good to 
see the crowds lining up for the pit 
(our gallery) early in the evening. Lines

the utmost couytesy. In fact, I believe 
London is the most polite city I have ever 
Seen. Chivalry is not dead here. Even

“*More Light! 


“More light! More light!” is the cry 
of the stage today. The modern, mil- 
lion-dollar theaters can satisfy this de- 
mand with more or less artistic results. 
But what about our Little Theaters? 
Must they take a “back seat” in this 
most important factor—stage lighting? 
Not at all, for our leading stage-lighting 
experts have studied the requirements 
of the Little Theater and are always 
glad to give them the benefit of their 
experience, which goes back to the days 
when the effect of a water ripple, pro- 
duced with a gas lamp, created a sensa- 
tion among the spectators. 

Economy is a first and important con- 
sideration of the Little Theater. It is 
advisable, therefore, that amateur work- 
ers have a thoro knowledge of modern 
methods of stage lighting. Very often 
this knowledge will simplify a lighting 
problem. and it will aid materiatly in 
producing maximum effects at minimum 
expense. 

“Atmosphere” should be the main 
consideration when lighting up a set. 
The amount of light thrown on the 
stage does not necessarily measure the 
degree of effect achieved by so doing. 
The usual way of flooding the stage 
from the front of the theater is the 
least effective means to create atmos- 
phere. A powerful light source devel- 
oped by stage-lighting experts of New 
York City, placed at the correct angle to 
the stage, will give the most artistic re- 


sults for exterior settings. A number of 
plastic setpieces casting their shadows 
on the stage floor will help immeasur- 
ahly to produce realistic effects. 

To obtain “depth” in a set the objects 
supposed to be at a distance should not 
get as much light as those nearer the 
audience. 

The mixture of colored lights must 
be considered and understood to bring 
out painted scenery or costly wardrobe 
with colors. A simple and inexpensive 
method to get the most and best out of 
scenery or wardrobe is to keep held in 
readiness a complete set of color frames 
with every color and shade obtainable. 
These can be “plaved with” until the 
economical ordering of the right gela- 
tines can be made. This is certainly an 
improvement on the old way of indis- 
criminately trying out during rehearsal 
a number of colored gelatines on hand. 

Our most unnatural light source—the 
footlights—must be properly balanced 
with the other light sources used. They 
should never dominate when setting the 
lights for any set, whether exterior or 
interior. 

It should be kept in mind, when in- 
stalling a new lighting plant, that the 
scientifically devised paraphernalia will 
give 50 per cent more light value than 
border lights, bunch lights or strip 
lights which are built without taking 
into consideration the law of optics. A 
badly or impractically arranged switch- 
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board cannot give the best results in 
the hands of the most capable cperator. 

The right type of natural-colored 
lamps for border lights will give lasting 
satisfaction and are the cheapest in the 
long run The backyround used for 
optical effects such as clouds, rain, snow 
or similar natura] phenomena need not 
be white or gray. Any not too dark blue 
surface will be most suitable. A light 
blue drop hung close to the back wall 
will give unlimited possibilities for set- 
tings and effects because it will respond 
to numberless lighting tricks 

The latest achievement in stage art-- 
the projected scenery—which has been 
often attempted but not successfully 
presented, will soon be introduced on 
the American stage. This should also 
prove to be a boon for the Little Thea- 
ter because of its economical value. 


Proper organization, proper planning 
and proper equipment are the bases of 
all economy. The correct direction of 
light might easily give far more pleasing 
results than the planless use of many 
light sources thrown from al} directions 
with no particular purpose in mind for 
every one so used. 

The science of stage lighting has been 
developed to a point where different 
rules might have to he applied to the 
many purposes it has to serve. Only 
the first rule of artistic stage lighting 
should always be borne in mind: The 
direction of any light source used should 
not be visible 

Most Little Theater groups go strug- 
gling on with badly equipped stages and 
much worse lighting equipment. A most 
elaborate scenic set can be utterly de- 
stroyed by poor lighting apparatus, while 
on the other hand, a set in neutral tints 
can be turned into beauty by the proper 
lighting

Jones & Green have a winner in Re- 
mote Control. It has all the mystery 
play elements for popular appeal, with 
an added heavy coating of novelty, a 
quality more responsible for its punch 
than is its merit as a play. 

The authors have entered the realms 
of a Chicago hroadcasting station to set 
the action of their story. They have 
admirably reflected the fascination that 
permeates the mechanics of a broadcast- 
ing room; so well, in fact, that the mys- 
tery appeal offered by the setting aids 
immeasurably in bolstering the play it- 
self, the story of which is far weaker 
than the properties it employs. 

Woven into the thrill elements of the 
play is some clever burlesque on this 
radio business and the men who handle 
it Indeed, it is this aspect of Remote 
Cortrol that offers among the more 
agreeable moments of the _ evening. 
Clever, intelligent comedy that carries a 
bite is a strong factor in the structure 
of this play, and,it has been accentuated 
by the understanding direction of Clyde 
North, one of the authors, and the ex- 
pert casting. 

Viewed solely on its merits as a mys- 
tery story, Remcte Control is uneven. 
Some of the situations on which it most 
relies to carry the mystery are obvious. 
This is especially true of the second-act 
murder, which is planted too deliberately 
to carry the punch it should. As a 
matter of fact, it is not the crime itself 
that surprises. One is certain of what 
is coming, but the shock of an unfore-

warned pistol shot, fired in complete 
darkness, lifts the audience out of 
its seats 


Despite the over-obvious mechanics of 
construction, however, Remote Control! is 
first-rate entertainment for mystery-play 


fans, and its novelty appeal is strong 
enough to carry it. 
Walter N. Greaza, as the likable, if 


conceited. announcer who solves the mur- 
der mystery after being held as the most 
logical suspect, is just about everything 
the part calls for. His burlesque of the 
character is never too broad and his in- 
terpretation reflects intelligence and un- 
derstanding. After all, it is no easy mat- 
ter to make a hero of a radio announcer 
whose insipidities are exaggerated. 

Hobart Cavanaugh, who carries most 
of the comedy relief as a wisecracking 
control operator, is a strong cog in the 
wheel, and his fresh and unaffected play- 
ing offers pleasing contrast to some of 
the more stilted moments in the piece. 

Cast in the role of a rough, tough, 
know-it-all detective sergeant, Lawrence 
leslie is outstanding. Certainly this 
actor has a faculty for dominating a 
Stage thru the sheer force of his per- 
Sonality. Leslie, by his performance in 
this production, deserves a leading place 
among stage detectives who can be called 
Natural. It is a select circle. 

Patricia Barclay makes the most of 
her limited opportunities as the girl who 
forms the announcer's love interest. She 
's attractive and pleasing, which is just 
ahout all she has a chance to be in a 
play such as this. Edward Van Sloan 
'S suave and mysterious as the crooked 
Spiritualist who is the murder victim. 
Indeed every member of the cast is in 
tune with his assignment. This goes 
especially for Arthur Pierson, William 
Foran, Donald Kirke, George Lessey and 
Al Ochs. Louise Barrett deserves special 
mention for her dance specialty in act

While Scarlet Pages is important as 
the vehicle which brings Elsie Ferguson 
back to the Broadway stage after an ab- 
sence of two years, it is not likely to 
cause much of a stir otherwise. Cer- 
tainly Samuel Shipman and John B. 
Hymer can claim no medals for origi- 
nality. This is one of those “sensation- 
al” dramas of the “Madame X” school 
wherein the attorney for the defense 
discovers at the last minute that the 
girl she is defending is her own 
illegitimate offspring. ° 

Despite the passing of the years this 
over-ripe situation is effective, and, altho 
Scarlet Pages is not likely to appeal to 
the more sophisticated playgoer, it should 
do moderately well with the vast army 
of less exacting theater patrons, not to 
mention the “draw” of Miss Ferguson's 
name. 

It takes some time for the play to 
whoop up to the second-act climax and 
during the slow process it suffers from 
the transparent quality of its own arti- 
fice. The result is that the big scene 
is: undermined by the atmosphere of in- 
credibility that permeates the entire play. 

Certainly courtroom scenes in Broad- 
way drama have been done to death and 
in this one the atteynpt to garner some 
punch from a one-time novel effect acts 
as a boomerrcng and relegates Scarlet 
Pages into the antique class. The au- 
thors have not even overlooked that 
favorite piece of hokum which has the 
witnesses in the case popping up from 
orchestra chairs in an attempt to con- 
vey the illusion that the auditorium is 
the courtroom. Really it is all rather 
strained and flat. 

Flsie Ferguson, as the famous woman 
attorney who sacrifices her chances for 
Congress, as well as a spotless reputa- 
tion, to free her illegitimate child, whom 
she has not seen for 18 years, contributes 
an exceptionally effective performance. 
Handicapped by a part that is almost 
entirely artificial, Miss Ferguson succeeds 
at times in breaking thru the heavy 
veneer and making the character a liv- 
ing thing. This is an accomplishment 
of no mean proportions. It is in the 
third act that she seen to the best 
advantage, for only then is she allowed 
to give full vent to her emotional powers. 

Clare Luce as the daughter is true 
to the type requirements and shows 
some ability as an actress. Most of her 
lines are confined to terse replies and 
it is only during one short scene when 
she is on the witness stand in the second 
act that she is allowed a chance to show 
her mettle. 

Robert Williams, in the juvenile lead, 
is refreshingly easy and natural. Lee 
Baker is excellent as the district at- 
torney, his work in the courtroom scene 
being especially impressive. Jean Adair, 
as the girl’s foster mother, is capable, 
and Elmer Cornell, in a bit as one of 
the witnesses, stands out. Among the 
other witnesses Francesca Hill and Sue 
Moore are inclined to lay it on too 
heavily. The other members of the 
lengthy cast fit in nicely. 

Tra Hards, in his direction, has found 
it hard to keep things moving up until 
the grand climax. Certainly it would 


help matters to give some attention to 


the first act, which is utterly lacking 
in punch. 

Raymond Sovey’s three settings are 
creditable. WILFRED J. RiLEY

Synopsis of Scenes 

The entire action of the play takes place 
im the library of a fraternity house at Wil- 
liams College. Williamstown, Massachusetts, 
during houseparties. 

ACT I-—The End of the Afternoon Tea 
Dance. ACT II—Later That Same Evening. 
The Dinner Dance. ACT III—Spring. Six 
Months Later. The Dinner Dance. 

Houseparty is a weak, spotty melo- 
drama that is distinguished by two at- 
tributes—college boys who act human, if 
somewhat mature, and college atmos- 
phere that is believable, if somewhat 
tame. 

Roy Hargrave and Kenneth Phillips 
Britton, who are responsible for the play, 
were both graduated from Williams Col- 
lege at Williamstown, Mass., where the 
action of the play is laid. They seem 
to have carried from Williams a trifle 
too much of their psychological scho- 
lastic training which they have taken 
for granted an audience will recognize. 
When they conduct their psychic experi- 
ments their melodrama threatens to col- 
lapse. These experiments with the the- 
ater are attempts to extract dramatic 
values from a dimly lighted empty stage 
in which a body has been secreted, and 
again, on the same dimly lighted stage, 
by presenting the boy who accidentally 
murdered a potential blackmailer roam- 
ing to and fro by the closet in which 
the body lies. 

A calloused, hard-boiled college widow, 
calls at a fraternity houseparty while 
the guests are changing from the garb 
worn at a tea dance to clothes for the 
evening entertainment and informs the 
serious neurotic sophomore that she is 
about to have a baby and that he is 
‘it’. She places the fancy price of 
$10.000 on her inconvenience and pro- 
poses a manner in which the boy’s father 
can be relieved of the amount, thus 
saving his name from scandal and estab- 
lishing her in a position she has always 
sought. 

The plan does not meet the boy’s ap- 
proval and a scuffle follows during 
which the girl falls into a fireplace, 
striking her head on an andiron, and is 
killed. The unfortunate youth hides the 
body. The party continues during the 
evening with Roy Hargrave. as the boy, 
giving an excellent portrayal of an 
hysterical! youth facing inevitable trou- 
ble. Between the second and third acts 
six months pass, including the murder 
trial at which the boy is acquitted. He 
returns to the scene of the murder and 
is saved from suicide by his devoted, 
sacrificing roommate thru the simple 
process of demanding that he will stay 
with him until the boy’s sick nerves are 
restored. 

The material given to most of cast is 
a bit exaggerated, but with what she 


is given—and only a bit at that— 
Anne Sutherland, as the mother of 
the murdered girl, walks off with 


acting honors. Penelope Hubbard is 
easily the most outstanding of the 
leading players, with Betty Law- 
rence, a Smith girl, attending her first 


houseparty, and Charles Cromer, the 
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abused freshman, carrying the comedy 
roles smartly. Harriet MacGibbon does 
very well with her part before she is 
murdered. The remainder of the cast 
is adequate. 

The one set is an accurate picture of 
a fraternity house library.

buyer of London plays, offers this Frank 
Vosper brainchild as the first of a long 
list of importations. Certainly he will 
have to do better than this if his en- 
thusiasm for the British theater is to 
make much of an impression around the 
Times Square sector. The most in- 
triguing thing about Murder on the Sec- 
ond Floor is the title, but that alone 
undoubtedly is strong enough to lure 
plenty of cut-rate addicts and thus give 
this production a moderate span of life 

It is obvious that Vosper, heretofore 
associated with more serious drama 
fashioned this play solely as a medium 
for entertainment with the lurid title 
added to convey an impression tha* it 
is a hair-raising thriller. As a matter 
of fact, Murder on the Second Floor is 
best when away from the melodramatic 
and concerned solely with the comedy 
aspects of the story 

Despite the fact that the play revolves 
around that old trick of having a play 
within a plav, the author has succeeded 
in giving it a degree of novelty and 
humor that is distinctly refreshing. The 
main difficulty seems to be that Vosper 
has done his best work in the first two- 
thirds of the first act. After that tho 
story devolves ino a none too cleverly 
conceived or executed murder mystery 
in which the “suspect-catching” element 
loses strength thru its own transparency. 

With the inner play solved and the 
story back to the main action again, the 
play disintegrates, loses interest, becomes 
almost ridiculous: and closes as weakly as 
anything likely to be seen this season. 

Murder on the Second Flocr concerns 
itself with a young playwright living in 
a Bloomsbury hoarding house. He has 
hecome interested in the landlady’s 
daughter, but she is dissatisfied because 
his writings have not been profitable. 
She taunts him with challenges that 
he is incapable f writing a good mystery 
play. To prove { worth he sets to work 
on a melodrame built around the other 
boarders in the house. This play is 
Murder on the Secor ? Floor. As he deé- 
scribes the story to her the characters 
work it out and, that finished, the action 
returns to original people set amidst 
their true environment. 

Vosper has gathered together a group 
of unusually theatrical characters and 
they offer great comedy possibilities be- 
fore thev are set to working out the 
mystery mechanics. These comedy pos- 
sibilities are made the most of, the re- 
sult being that the play, viewed as a 
whole, is stronger on both ends, but it 
sags badly in the middle 

Drusilla Wills, as a maidenly boarding 
house gossip. carries off the individual 
acting honors in addition to giving the 
play its most agreeable moments of com- 
edy. Laurence Olivier is ingratiating and 
likable as the playwright, and Phyllis 
Konstam makes a good job of it as the 


girl. Florence Edney does well as the 
landlady. as do Charles Brown and 
George Probert as a_ pair of roomers 


Among the other members of the cast 
are Voila Lyel, O. B. Clarence, Henry 
Warwick, John R. Turnbull and Emil 
Jennings. 

William Mbollison’s direction is suf- 
ficient and the settings of P. Dodd 
Ackerman are well suited.

ENGLISH TAX ON FOREIGN ACTORS 


The International Union of Persons 
Connected With the Stage has notified 
Equity that: “In regard to liabilities 
concerning income tax of foreign artists 
working in England the Actors’ Associa- 
tion has written to us as follows: 

“*& representative of this association 
was granted an interview last week with 
an Official of the Inland Revenue De- 
partment at Somerset House, London, 
W. C. 2, in regard to the liabilities in 
respect of income tax of foreign artist 
working in this country. He received the 
following information: 

“*“«(1) In the case of the artist 
whose visits are sporadic and which do 
not, therefore, make him a _ technical 
resident of this country, he is liable to 
be taxed on the whole of his income 
earned here without any ailowances in 
respect of family or other forms of ex- 
penditure. He is not, however, liable to 
taxation on any income accruing from 
abroad - 

‘*“(2) But if the visits of the for- 


eign actor are habitual, occurring year 
after year for periods of three months or 
more, or if any one visit exceeds a period 
of six months, he may become, techni- 
cally speaking, a resident of this coun- 
try, in which case he may claim all the 
allowances in respect to wife, children 
and other expenses which are due to the 
ordinary resident. In this case, however, 
he is liable to pay income tax on his 
total income, whether earned in Great 
Britain, in this country of origin or else- 
where. The only exception to this rule 
is in respect of unearned interest upon 
real estate or other property owned 
abroad and not remitted to this 
country.”’ 


“In short, I am sorry to say the for- 
eign artist is in this matter between the 
devil and the deep blue sea. Needless 
to say, if we ca.. alleviate his position we 
Shall be happy to do so.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—John Ringling, 
supershowman, and head of the Ring- 
ling-Barnum Circus, has achieved the 
greatest deal ever consummated in the 
anrals of circusdom by acquiring his five 


great circus rivals from the American 
Circus Corporation. The transaction, 
which was quietly completed in this 


city, between John Ringling, Ed Ballard, 
Jerry Mugivan and Bert Bowers, created 
untold surprise in show circles 

The shows sent out next year will be 
enlarged and elaborated upon The 
public, as a result, will be immeasurably 
benefited, because it signifies better 
shows. Any of the outstanding features 
incorporated into the Big Show’s pro- 
cram can ultimately be transferred to 
any of the circus units that are Ring- 
ling operated without deteriorating in 
an artistic sense. At the same time, the 
places that are not sufficiently large 
to play the Ringling-Barnum Cir- 
cus will eventually see some of 
the features of the Big Show on the, other 


units that will encompass the country 
completely. The small show is just as 
much of an institution and is just as

The acquisition of the Corporation 


shows automatically eliminates competi- 
tive billing among the six shows that are 
now under the Ringling banner. It means 
@ material fivancial seving, without dis- 
rupting or curtailing to any perceptible 
degree the advance staffs of these shows. 
One of John. Ringling’s intentions, it is 
reported, will be to improve the circuses 
absorbed by revamping them in their 
entirety, and introduc‘ng the meritorious 
features that have made the Ringling 
trade mark something to conjure Over. 
Greater and improved efficency methods 
of handling and operation will be in- 
cluded. 

The actual purchase price of the five

Just what it is all about and what 
the circus season of 1930 will bring forth 
is a serious question which is interesting 
the entire Big Top fraternity. The news 
that John Ringling had acquired the 
entire holdings of the American Circus 
Corporation came as a shock even tho 
the rumor had been in circulation for 
the past few weeks. The purchase of 
the five active circuses in their entirety, 
including the trade names, winter quar- 
ters and equipment, reached a sum that 
would stagger the world’s richest men. 

One must remember that buying a 
circus is one thing and running it is 
quite another problem. It is the world’s 
greatest gamble, and imagine a man 
gambling with six or eight of the great- 
est shows extant! Henry Ford, Rockefel- 
ler and Mellon would quaver in their 
boots at the very thought of owning even 
a single 15-car circus. It does not seem 
to bother John Ringling in the least. 
He has done many big things in the 
financial world and he is going to do 
greater things in the game which he has 
made a life study. 

There is going to be a great change 
in the matter of the American circus. 
There will also be greater changes in 
the capacities of many present circus 
executives. Some will stay, others will 
go. Some will advance, others will be de- 
moted. But the circus-loving patrons will 
be the ones to profit, as every circus 
under the management of the new com- 
bine will be, nay must be, up to the 
usual standard of the Ringling Bros. 

It would not be surprising if all ad- 
vertising matter reads: 

Ringling Bros. present— 

Ringling Bros. and Barnum & 
Bailey, 

Adam Forepaugh and Sells Bros.’ 
Enormous Shows United. 

Sells-Floto Circus and Hagen- 
beck's Animals, 

John Robinson's Circus, P 

Al G. Barnes Trained Wild Ani- 
mal Circus. 

What a boon this will be to the aver- 
age small city or town that was too 
diminutive for the Big Show to play! 
The fact that Ringling Bros. present any 
of the above shows gains the imme- 
diate confidence of the public and when 
that happens the red wagon creaks and 
groans with its load of currency. That 
a central office and a generalissimo cen- 
eral agent will be operated is said to 
be a foregone conclusion and each show 
will play a territory which will not 


conflict with another. Opposition will 
be a thing of the past ages and there 
will be more profit at the end of the 
season. 

Of course. all the above is sawdust or 
a series of surmises, but the future will 
tell. And the circus folks themselves 
will profit, as each show will be stand- 
ardized to the Ringling plane of accom- 
modation, salaries and general condi- 
tions. Capable deserving performers will 
not be engaged by the season, but for 
a term of seasons. first on one show 
and then on another, and it depends on 
each performer if one stays a part of a 
season or several. 

What an opportunity awaits the ex- 
ecutive who has conducted himself as an 
executive should! This applies to all 
departments, and if one is fortunate to 
be held over or secures an executive 
position, it behooves him to adopt the 
Ringling standard and strive to :mprove. 
Man's lease of life is short and the 
opportunity beckons the young man who 
can make good. The circus business ts 
no longer’ “a racket”. It is a highly 
specialized profession and may the pro- 
fession be worthy of its hire.

The weather was ideal, even the torrid atmosphere of the open- 


ing day being tempered by a cooling shower, and attendance thruout showedgap- 


preciable gains. 

J. William Kline, secretary, is the man 
in charge of the new executive office 
building. Here also is housed the ex- 
hibitors’ offices, concession office and 
other departmental staffs. A large bul- 
letin board of one of the Reading news- 
papers nearby serves for bulletins of gen- 
eral interest to the crowds, advertising 
lost children, packages and other like 
matter. 

In arrangement, the Reading Fair plant 
is constructed to keep the crowds mov- 
ing around the race tracks. The grand 
stand, with its spacious exhibit hall, is 
the start of the main avenue. Leading 
frorr. this, the road takes the visitor 
along the other chief exhibit spaces, in- 
cluding the commercial exhibits flanking 
the flower show, the latter being one of 
the most elaborate and beautiful exhibits 
found in the East. The whole is under 
the direction of Alfred Lunden, and is 
housed in a building illuminated by in- 
direct electric lights, and each exhibit 
having its own electrical effects. . 

At the opposite end of the grounds is 
the midway, where the Greater Sheesley 
Shows presented one of the largest and 
most complete carnival attractions ever 
contracted by the fair. Sheesley is play- 
ing a return engagement, having been 
on the midway in 1924. He made the 
long jump from Canada to play Reading 
before swinging south on a string of 
fairs. 


The number of exhibits at the Read- 
ing Fair this year revealed a gain of more 
than 50 per cent, while there was a cor- 
responding gain in other departments. 
In the racing stock there were 100 head 
more entrants than during last year. One 
oi the features in this latter connection 
was the exceptionally long program ar- 
ranged. 


The fair this year tried out for the 
first time night horse racing. Much in- 
terest was shown in this departure, a por- 
tion of it frankly being attributable to 
the novelty, but there is every indication 
that it will be retained as a permanent 
feature of the exhibition.

act, and having special equipment at the 
right of the general platform. George 
Hamid was in personal charge of the 
program, the eighth successive year that 
he has handled this affair. The arrange- 
ments for the program was handled by 
A. Lincoln Frame. 

The midway scored good business thru- 
out the fair, much better than that re- 
ported for the last few seasons. Attrac- 
tions assembled by Captain Sheesley for 
this date were complete in every re- 
spect, and the midway augmented by 
several independent shows which were 
booked with the carnival for this date.

fair and performed every known trick 
to aeronautics, using a machine similar 
to those in the buildings. 

Bands sent fortn merry music from 
the various stands daily, while broad- 
casting stations filled the ether with 
the “doings” of the exposition. The fair 
board put up $64,000 as premiums in the 
departments, besides many other ribbons 
and badges in special events. 


The Horse Show, one of the prides of 
the State, attracted thousands to the 
pavilion at each performance. The inter- 
national reputation of Kentucky breed- 
ers and trainers was carried on to further 
glory, and entries reached the peak this 
year. Many socially prominent visitors 
from many States were constant at- 
tendarts at the pavilion show. Here also 
were held the mule show and contests, 
pony show and other interesting 
diversions for the lovers of pure strain 
stock. 

Monday ws given over to the children. 
the crowd breaking the 27-year record for 
the first day by several hundred. Tues- 
day the J. O. U. A. M. occupied a prom- 
inent, place on the program, with 
Wednesday taken uv by a Business Men's 
Roundtable. Thursday Governor Flem 
D. Sampson was the honored guest, this 
being the biggest day of the fair. The 
governor addressed the vast gathering, 
his remarks being broadcast over the

grounds thru an amplifying system 
Which is proving so successful for these 
big affairs. Friday was designated as 
Merchants’ Day, with an “Everybody” 
sign up Saturday. 


Two days were set aside for the auto 
speed demons, Monday and Saturday. 
Entries were heavy and the knights of 
the dirt track thrilled thousands, tho no 
records were set in these events. The 
other four days both running and 
harness racing were on the track with 
some of the best horses in the country 
entered. A world’s record for a mile was 
set on Tuesday. 


Among the free acts in front of the 
grand stand and in the pavilion were: 
Carbone’s Band; Jack Payne, high 
fire dive; Sinn Fong Linn Company, 
eight exponents of Japanese jiu jitsu 
and tumbling; the Five Fearless F’yers, 
aerial return flying act; the Five Parkers, 
acrebats and tumblers; Red Sublette, 
cowboy clown, and the Stey Troupe, sen- 
sational high-wire company of five 
people. 

At the first performance Monday night 
in the pavilion, the cable used by the 
Steys broke, dropping three members 30 
feet to the ground. Henry, Joseph and 
Merinrath were executing a triple num- 
ber at the time of the accident. All 
three were rushed to a hospital and upon 
examination one was found to have @ 
broken ankle, another injuries to the 
spine, while the third member was suf- 
fering, internally. Gordon fireworks were 
a nightly feature.

NewRideThriller 
For Next Season 


Gaining his idea thru experiences 45 
an aviator during the World War, J. N 
Bartlett. former Winnipeg, Man., man 
is the originator of a thrill ride that bids 
fair to become a popular park device 


It is known as the “Flying Turns”, and 
Bartlett during the 1929 season has had 
one in operation at Lakeside Park, Day- 
ton, O. It is a gravity ride and gives 
all the sensations of flying in an air 
plane, the principle of free self-steering 
cars on a banked turn providing the 
sensation. 


The half-barre] roll that the car goes 
thru from one vertical bank to the op- 
posite vertical is exactly that of the 
movement as executed by an airplane 
in the air. Smooth action of the cars 
is apparent when it is realized that 4 
glass of water will ride without spilling 
from the top of the incline to the auto- 
matic brakes. The full height of the 
ride is 50 feet and the maximum space 
required is 60 feet by 200. 

The inventor, who holds the patents. 
declares that contrary to general opinion 
the speed of the monoplane cars while 
in perpendicular position to the hor!- 
zontal is comparatively low. The safety 
features are excellent, as is indicated by 
a remarkably low rate of insurance

facture of the ride, four of which have 
been contracted already for next seasop 
Among parks which it is understood 
will install the Flying Turns is Euclid 
Beach, of Cleveland. It is understood 
the one at the Davton resort proved one 
of the aces this season at 15 cents and 
the same price for repeats. Two pas 
sengers are carried, with cars at intervals 
of less than a minute.

White City Closing 
Wonderful Season 


CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—With an esti- 
mated attendance for the season well 
over the 2,000,000 mark at Labor Day 
and two weeks of mardi gras remaining 
after that, White City amusement park 
management can well say that its silver 
jubilee year was a record-breaker for the 
post-war era Notwithstanding the 
sloughing of the wheels and games of 
chance on the opening day, the spend- 
‘ng crowd left plenty of “sugar” on the 
other attractions, so that it can well be 
figured that the per capita expenditure 
will mount up two or three cents for 
the 120 days of this 25th season. 

Almost incessant rains made the going 
hard for the first six weeks of the sea- 
son, and it was not until the first of 
July that the turnstiles really got their 
workout. The peak of the season was 
retarded. Usually falling on July 4, this 
year it was stretched over the eight-week 
period between the Fourth and Labor 
Day, with the edge falling in August. 
Close co-operation between the three 
major departments, working under the 
capable direction of Herbert A. Byfield, 
president and general manager, has re- 
sulted in attracting unusually large 
crowds. There was perfect distribution 
of tickets and information, and in the 
park stress was laid upon courtesy, speed 
and caution. 

President Byfield received many laud- 
atory comments from civic officials and 
leaders of various organizations that 
have used the park’s facilities and en- 
joyed the treatment accorded them at 
every turn With the winding up of 
business today, it is agreed that this year 
the policies of the executive head of the 
park have been more judiciously ad- 
hered to and relayed to the various de- 
partment heads than ever before. The 
result has been a greater repeat business 
than in former years and more money 
per person expended by the satisfied 
customers. 

Ride and show operators have found 
that a greater number of repeats have 
been the rule thru the use of just a 
little extra courteous treatment, and at 
the concessions, where special efforts 
were made to facilitate the handling of 
the crowds, more money than usual was 
received. Supervising the park, under 
the direction of President Byfield, as the 
assistant managers, Fred Martin and Ted 
Lilienthal, and Publicity Manager Ted 
Weber have done good work. 

With the passing of the summer sea- 
son the staff already has plans perfected 
for the dancing, skating, bowling, box- 
ing, football and basket ball of the win- 
ter months. For the winter season the 
staff, in addition to those aforemen- 
tioned, includes Harry Blackmore, ath- 
letic director; James A. Tinney, assist- 
ant publicity manager: Jack Anderson, 
cashier; Alex White, auditor: Edward 
Donlevy, manager ballrooms: Fred 
Kuelbs, assistant manager ballrooms; Dix 
Axman, editor White City News. In the 
ballrooms Doc Cooke and his orchestra 
and Al Lehmas and his orchestra will 
hold forth, while the roller-rink attrac- 
tion will be Arshur Fay and his Wurlit- 
ver. Broadcasting of White City events 
will as in the past be done from the 
White City studio of WWAE

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Abe Frankle’s Riverview Closes 
Most Successtul Season in Y ears 


DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 14.—Labor Day marked the close of Riverview Park's 


most successful season in several years 


Both Manager Abe Frankle. of the park, 


and managers of concessions report big increases in gross receipts and net profits 


over the last few seasons. 


Riverview Park, which 


is known as “Iowa's Coney 


Island”, had an excellent break in weather this year, only one or two Sundays 


being bad, while all feature days were 
unusually good. This good luck, plus 
what seemed to be an unusual revival of 
interest in the park, helped to produce 
record-making results. 

Manager Frankle practically abandoned 
all efforts to draw crowds with varied 
special attractions. Instead, he bent 
all efforts toward increasing the ef- 
ficiency of park employees and thereby 
produce plenty of good will with cus- 
tomers. Going to Riverview for fun and 
entertainment became a habit with 
many persons who had not done so be- 
fore. 

One big feature was added for the 
entire season—a 14-cage zoo. This at- 
traction was housed in the rear of the 
theater and was the property of the 
Horne Zoological Arena Company of 
Kansas City and Los Angeles. Admission 
to see the animals was free, and the in- 
terest shown in this feature was im- 
mense. In the 200 were two lions, two 
bears, two pumas, a Siberian tiger, 2 
baboon, hyena, tahr, sika deer, two 
African porcupines, four sloth and a 
dozen rhesus monkeys. Frankle gave 4 
great dea] of credit to this feature for 
much of the success of the park. Plans 
for another animal feature for next year 
are being formed. 

Approximately 125 picnics were held 
at the park by business concerns and 
other organizations of the city and State. 
Many of them were large and it is doubt- 
ful if Riverview has ever had such an 
excellent picnic season. Credit for this 
goes primarily to Hugh Bennett. picnic 
director. 

The ballroom was a popular place un- 
der the direction of Harper Gordon. Net 
receipts were much higher than last 
year, with expenses considerably less due 
to the abandonment of all prize con- 
tests. Phiibrick’s orchestra played in 
the ballroom most of the season, with 
Paul Christensen’s and Hunter's Sere- 
naders spending a few weeks there. 

A. Y. (Scotty) Russell piloted the 
bathhouse and swimming pool to a good 
margin of profit, despite no protracted 
hot spell. The water in the pool, which 
is fed by an artesian well, was watched 
carefully by a chemist who made tests 
each day, and the guards and attend- 
ants were ever vigilant in preventing 
any contamination. As a result the 
pool became a popular place. 

Eli Bookey’s many concessions did un- 
usually well. He added a water chutes 
and a Tipsy House the first of the sea- 
son and reports satisfactory results from 
each. 

Bob Wagner’s fight programs in the 
open-air arena were generally wel] at- 
tended each Friday and Tuesday night. 

Harold Cavanaugh and Joe Rhyns- 
burger, who held sway over the park of- 
fice, did a noteworthy job handling the 
many details. 

Highlights of the season at Riverview 
were: 18,000 kiddies at the annual Trib- 
une-Capital kiddie picnic; a record- 
breaking Fourth of July, when 29,000 
paid admission to the park; 15,000 at 
the annual Ford day, unusually large 
attendance during the Iowa State Fair, 
entertainment of the 100 park employees 
by the management (and it was a real 
entertainment, too), 7,000 at the Shrine 
picnic, a noteworthy Register and Trib- 
une picnic and a decided increase in 
good will shown by Des Moines citizens.

Coney Island Chatter 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., September 14. 
—The 1929 Mardi Gras was ushered in 
September 9, and the only incident that 
marred the opening ceremonies was the 
defiant attitude of the weather man, who 
dampened the ardor of the crowds some- 
what. The second day of the gala week, 
however, was a decided improvement over 
the first, and Surf averue and the main 
byways were flanked with thousands of 
spectators, who enjoyed the spectacular 
and colorful nightly pageant that wended 
its way along a triumphal course, with 
beautiful floats, to the accompaniment 
of a half dozen bands. The Island was 
a mass of color and decorations in cele- 
bration of the Lights’ Golden Jubilee, 
which promises to be a recordbreaker 
for attendance.

The 
weather has been a contributing factor 
in drawing to this seaside resort unsur- 
passed crowds. Most of the shows and 
rides have finished with a profit, which 
is true of the bathhouses, while reports 
from the concessionaires vary. 

Sam Wagner, of the World Circus Side 
Sh w, was gratified with the weather and 
crowds, but the business his show did 
was scmewhat disappointing. “Perhaps 
the showmen expect too much,” Wagner 
stated. Nevertheless, the World Circus 
Side Show will be made bigger next sea- 
son and new attractions added. 

S. B. Weisberger, of the Capitol Side 


Show, did not hesitate to state that 
business was perceptibly off with his 
show, and blamed conditions on the 


cramped pocketboos of the public. 
Namy Salih, of the Dreamland Circus 
Side Show, was optimistic, and confirmed 
the statement that his show grossed 
more business than 1928, but it was not 
as good as 1927 and the years previous. 
“Conditions are coming back to nor- 
malcy,” Salih told a Billboard repre- 
sentative “The public demands real 
entertainment value, and the quicker 
showmen adjust themselves to presen- 
day standards, the better they will fare.” 
Salih blames the depression. in business 
to the fake-freak shows and the blow- 
offs.

front of shows, who deliberately mis- 
represent what is inside. He hopes the 
newly formed Talkers’ Association will 
curb that evil thru the rank and file of 
its members. Salih believes Coney will 
always be a fertile spot for high- 
grade, legitimate freak shows 

Wagner Brothers and Semel Brothers. 
who are sponsoring the Strand Museum, 
thru their manager, Jimmy Hurd, in- 
formed that the cash customers ex- 
ceeded last year, and that the show has 
made money 

Dovid Rosen, who operates the Para- 
mount and Wonderland Shows, stated he 
had a winning season, but the total in- 
take fell short of his expectations.

Swimming Pool 


SINGAC, N. J., Sept. 14—A remark- 
able record was created in the construc- 
tion of the swimming pool in Grand 
View Park. The first shovelful of earth 
was turned June 16, this year. Every- 
thing completed and ready for swimming 
on the opening day, August 3—33 work- 


ing days. This includes a pool basin 
of concrete, including excavating, 200 
feet by 135, with additional retaining 


wall of concrete to hold back a hill 60 
feet high; a locker house, 250 feet by 70, 
two stories in height, with roof prom- 
enade and garden; eight diving boards 
from a2 low board to a diving tower 15 
fect high: six exit ladders, 4,500 steel 
lockers, three international filters, 1.300 
feet of pipe line, six regulation hand- 
ball courts and six small courts com- 
pletely fenced in make the record as- 
sume real proportions. 

The pool basin is 12 inches to 91% 
feet deep, with the deep water running 
the length of the pool and 30 feet in 
width. To round out the work Adrin G 
Pierce. head of the operating corpora- 
tion, installed H. Jay (Doc) DeGel as 
pool manager and publicity director. De- 
Gel fully lived up to his nickname of 
Doc, which was given him because of 
his ability to revive interest in dying 
and sickly pools. His first real job in 
the rescue from doldrums of lack of 
patronage was the Van Cordland swim- 
ming pool, now known as the Van Cord- 
land Olympia, located in the Bronx, 
N.Y. The remarkable manner this pool 
picked up patronage under the direction 
of DeGel earned for him this nickname 
and attracted the attention of Pierce. 
From the very first day of assuming his 
new position, DeGel secured wonderful 
results. More than 1,850 inches of free 
publicity was the total of his efforts for 
the five weeks’ operation of the new pool. 
More than 400 inches of this was front 
page. He further secured the co-opera- 
tion of the public service, operating bus 
and car lines, securing the privilege of 
installing a 24x24-inch card on every 
bus and street car within 10 miles from 
the pool. Road arrows 30 inches long 
were placed on every road leading to the 
pool and 129 season passes were sold by 
this enterprising hustler, which assures 
the owners of a nucleus for next season. 
An A. A A. U. meet marked the close 
of the Grand View pool's season, but it 
marked a real closing, because there was 
entered in this meet every swimming and 
diving champion located in the greater 
metropolitan district. The play up this 
meet received in the dailies rewarded the 
owners for the expenditures made for 
medals and general printing. The pool, 
which residents of Paterson, Passaic, 
Montclair, Caldwell and near-by town- 
Ships have awaited since the opening of 
the park, has revived patronage in the 
park itself, the owners of which are look- 
ing forward to a banner season next 
year. They are to install new rides and 
remodel old ones. The boardwalk will 
be completely relaid during the winter. 
Additional parking space is to be added 
to the already large space available for 
this purpose. Everything will be com- 
pletely repainted before spring.

Zoo Notes 


ST. LOUIS.—Plans for a $185,000 bird- 
house have been approved by the Zoo 
board, and bids will be sought within 
two weeks. The board plans to break 
ground for the structure in the middle 
of October and hopes to complete it next 
July. The plan of construction and the 
location of the building disclose the 
board's plans for a new elephant house 
when the birdhouse is completed. The 
birdhouse will adjoin the present ele- 
phant hovse. which will become the west 
wing. The building will have a 280-foot 
frontage, including its wings. The cen- 
tral unit will be 122 feet wide and 124 
feet deep. It will be 30 feet high at the 
highest point and will be roofed with a 
skylight that can be thrown open in 
the summer. A feature of the building 
will be a natural tropical swamp, 42 feet 
by 32 feet, in the center of the central 
unit. This section will be thick with 
tropical trees and shrubs and will be 
well stocked with birds peculiar to that 
locale Another feature will be the de- 
parture from the usual way of displaying 
birds. Cages varying in size from four 
by six feet to 10 by seven feet will line 
the walls facing the center section. Every 
cage will have abundant natural foliage.

Swimming Pool Notes 


CHARLESTON, Ill. — A number of 
Charleston business men, headed by C. 
W. Huckleberry and F. E. Lae. will let 
to the Happylantii Swimming Pool Con- 
struction Company of Clinton, Ind., a 
contract for the construction of a 
Charleston swimming pool at an esti- 
mated ccst of $40,000. The promoters 
of the project plan to issue bonds for 
$40,000 and offer them for sale to the 
general public. J. M. Vietti, a represent- 
ative of the Swimming Pool Construc- 
tion Company, offered to take $20,000 
worth of the bonds in part payment for 
constructing the pool. The Charleston 
men back of the project have visited 
pools in Clinton, Ind.. and Frankfort, 
Ind., and other cities. The plan is to 
erect a pool 75-feet wide and 165-feet 
long and equip it with the latest devices 
for purifving and filtering the water. 
The plans also provide for vertical walls. 
The Charleston promoters are enthusias- 
tic over the project and plan to rush 
preparations to completion. They report 
that the pools visited are highly satis- 
factory, having found them to be draw- 
ing cards for the cities in which they 
are located. 

MILWAUKEE.—This city spent a total 
of $125,250.62 last vear to furiish free 
swimming facilities for 851.144 persons. 
This was revealed in the 1928 report of 
the department of bridges and buildings, 
presented to the offices of R. E. Stoelt- 
ing, commissioner of public works. Main- 
tenance of seven natatoria and two 
public beaches were included in tabula- 
tions of the department. The count in- 
cluded only those persons who passed 
thru. bathhouses. excluding thousands 
who swam af public beaches without 
using the dressing rooms. It cost the 
city an average of 16.8 cents for every 
person who swam in the natatoria and 
an average of 9 cents for every person 
swimming in Lake Michigan at the two 
municipal beaches. according to the re- 
port. McKinley Beach led the list of 
city “summer resorts” with a total at- 
tendance during 1928 of 123,831 bathers. 
South Shore afforded refuge to 107.225 
heat dodgers. Net cost for maintaining 
the beaches was $21,007.44. The seven 
natatoria were attended by 620,088 per- 
sons, at a total cost to the city of $104,- 
243.18. Nominal charges for soap and 
towels and for suits rented from the city 
are made at beaches and pools. Swim- 
ming privileges are free to the public

United States Leads World 
In Sales of Rubber Balloons 


An example of the varied demand for 
American specialties abroad is found 
in the rubber export statistics of the 
Department of Commerce, which show 
that this country leads the world in the 
exporting of toy rubber balloons. Dur- 
ing 1928, 663,721,736 rubber balloons 
with a value of $762,036 were sent 
abroad from the United States. In the 
first six months of this year 363,374,640 
balloons with a value of $366,030 were 
exported. 

Almost every country of the world 
bought these toy balloons from the 
United States in 1928, the United King- 
dom taking the _ greatest quantity, 
amounting to 256,999 gross. British 
India ranked second and Mexico third. 

Occasions for the use of balloons in 
the various countries are numerous. 
Besides being used as toys in all na- 
tions they are particularly popular in 
countries where religious and other 
celebrations are generally observed. 
Rubber balloons often play an im- 
portant part in carnivals and proces- 
sions, as well as dances and semi- 
private affairs. 

Balloons for advertising purposes are 
now used almost universally, especially 
in the large European and South 
American countrics. Thé principal 
exploiters of the advertising possi- 
bilities of rubber balloons are the 
department stores and large shops, 
which often hold “balloon days’, at 
which time balloons are given away to 
children. Balloons for advertising are 
also used in special publicity cam- 
paigns put on by commercial houses.

N. Y. Exposition 
To Honor Washington 


A permanent exposition, with its 
buildings and exhibits to remain for 
posterity, to demonstrate the products 
and methods of world manufacture as 
it is known today, will be the form New 
York's celebration of the birth of George 
Washington is to take, now that the city 
has dispensed with its plan for an inter- 
national exposition and world’s fair in 
1932 in favor of Chicago's Century of 
Progress Exposition in 1933. 

New York's exposition will be held in 
1935, according to Logan Billingsley, act- 
ing chairman of New York's World's Fair 
Committee. 

“We have decided to let Chicago have 
her fair in 1933,” Billingsley said. “Chi- 
cago seemed to raise so much furs over 
it, and has spent so much money, that 
we decided to give way.” 

It was Billingsley who, as head of 
the Bronx Chamber of Commerce, was 
one of the first to originate the idea of 
New York’s 1932 celebration. Com- 
mittees were organized, thousands of let- 
ters were sent out, and announcements 
made to the press setting forth the hopes 
and plans of the world’s fair committee 
Congressman Sol Bloom prepared a bi!! 
which was to be introduced in Congress 
to obtain national sanction for the fair 
which was to have been known as the 
International Exposition. The organiza- 
tion committee opened down-town of- 
fices, and the New York Board of Alder- 
men was induced to indorse the plan 
That was in 1927. ° 

Farly in 1928 interest died down. This 
was revived somewhat during the sum- 
mer and fall of that year and another 
more imposing committee was formed, 
headed by Grover Whalen, and it was 
announced that all that was needed now 
was the official sanction of Mayor 
Walker, which was “expected any day" 
That was the last any one ever heard of 
the New York fair. Boom withdrew his 
proposed bill for official recognition, and 
despite the efforts of Billingsley and 
some few other enthusiasts, New York's 
interest remained cold and refused to 
be revived. 

“Mcst world expositions held in re- 
cent years,’ Senator Burchall said, “have 
beer. litt'’e more than circuses. This 
will be permanent, and of lasting educa- 
tional value. Our buildings will be less 
exvensive than Chicago's, but they will 
be permanent, and placed in permanent 
Jocetion.”—Chicago News.

Calif. State Fair 

SACRAMENTO, Calif., Sept. 14.—With 
an attendance of 29,653 Monday the 
75th annual State Fair continued to 
break all records and established a new 
lattendance mark for the exposition 
The total attendance at the fair was 
431,012 for the 10 days. The previous 
record for fair attendance was estab 
lised in 1927 when 282,000 passed thru 
the gates. The biggest day of the fair 
was Labor Day, when 82,304 visitors at- 
tended. The previous single day record 
was established on September 3, a Labor 
Day, in 1928, with 65,989 passing thru 
the gates. 

With the 1929 State Fair completea, 
the directors of the State Agricultural 
Society already have begun work on 
plans for an 1l-day exposition next year, 
which is to commemorate the State's 
80th birthday. 

Altho the gates to the exposition 
were not scheduled to close until late, 
at 9:30 o'clock the last night the work 
of dismantling in the main building, 
where the principal agricultural and 
horticultural exhibits were displayed, 
Was well under way. 

The “80 Years of Progress” exposition 
next year will begin on August 30 and 
run thru September 9, with Native Sons 
of the Golden West and Native Daugh- 
ters supplying the Admission Day pro- 
gram. 

Plans are being laid for three new 
buildings for the fair, a building to 
house the poultry exhibits, a restaurant 
building to cost $20,000 and new wing 
for the live-stock building to cost $190,- 
000. These are expected to be ready for 
the 1930 fair.

Hints to Owners 
Uf Riding Devices 


‘B. O. ROODHOUSE in Big Eli News) 

Are you giving your patrons the sery- 
ice they deserve? These suggestions are 
made for the consideration of riding-de- 
vice men who are always ready to accept 
chances for more business. If we can 
help you to think of some ways that 
will better satisfy your patrons this 
article has fulfilled its mission. 

After all your success as a riding de- 
vice owner depends upon the attitude 
of your patrons toward vou. Are they 
satisfied with the service you give them? 
Do they like your ride? Do they come 
back and ride again? But some ride 
man remarks: “We are only in town 
for one week, we may never come back, 
60 why should we care?” Yes, but how 
about that week you are there? You 
can't expect to have new patrons every 
night. you must satisfy folks and make 
them want to come back and petronize 
you again. Then this world isn't so 
large after all. You should build up 
the business and educate riding device 
patrons as you travel along from week 
to week and year to year. Your good 
works will follow you. Carelessness also 
advertises you unfavorably. 

When we manufacturers explain to an 
experienced riding-device man the merits 
of a new riding device or if he is con- 
sidering a new type of show his first 
question is: “How much repeat business 
does it get?" He explains that repeat 
business is what counts after all. For 
any attraction to get worth-while repeat 
business, patrons must be satisfied 

There are a number of important 
things responsible for satisfied ride pa- 
trons. We may not explain all of them, 
but here are a few. 


The safe construction and smooth op- 
erating condition of the ride. [If the 
mechanical workings of the ride make it 
jerky and the engine is unreliable, pa- 
trons will be afraid and this hurts busi- 
ness. If the ride runs smoothly, looks 
end is safe, and the patrons enjoy the 
sensation, you have gone a long way 
toward gaining the confidence of your 
customers. Here is where reliable power 
has an important part. If you ride is 
to run continuously, and operate smooth- 
ly, your power equipment must be of 
the best quality. Unreliable power is

a detriment: it causes patrons to fear 
your ride, breeds unfavorable comment 
and is unnecessary. Reliable power al- 
ways pays. 

Then how about the operator; is he 
clean, neat appearing and courteous? 
Or is his clothing dirty, his appearance 
sloven, and his manner abrupt? Not 
long ago in watching a new kiddie ride 
work the owner remarked to me: “Do 
you know what that ride lacks?” Then 
immediately he answered his own ques- 
tion. “The operator needs a bath, a 
shave and some clean clothes.” Some 
way that operator did not fit into that 
new, neat-appearing, fine baby ride and 
the owner immediately saw the need. 
See that your ride operators are clean- 
shaven, neatly dressed and courteous 

Is the ticket seller neat appearing and 
courteous? We have long been advo- 
cates of women ticket sellers. Visiting 
a midway not long ago we noticed that 
on all the rides the ticket sellers were 
women, neat appearing and courteous. 
This brings confidence to women and 
children patrons and makes a larger 
count in receipts at the end of your 
day and week's business. Whether your 
ticket sellers are women or men, require 
them to dress neat and be courteous to 
your patrons. 

One ride owner told me he never 
knowingly disappointed a customer. For 
example: The tickets on his Big Eli 
Wheel are 15 cents each, but if a 
youngster comes to the ticket box and 
has only a dime to spend he gets the 
ticket just the same and a ride on the 
Big Eli. This owner uses _ sufficient 
flexibility to please his patrons and not 
refuse a youngster the right to ride the 
Big Eli. Some ride owners may take 
exception to this, but it explains how 
much one ride owner desires to please 
his patrons. The customer must be 
satisfied. 

Not many weeks ago an amusement 
company visited a Mid-Western town for 
the first time and when the show opened 
the local citizens were soon talking of 
the cleanliness of the midway, the flashy 
appearance of the rides and the courtesy 
of the ride attendants (This is the 
midway I mentioned using lady ticket 
sellers on all rides.) As a result of these 
conditions the manager soon had several 
offers from various organizations to come 
back next year. The show had one of 
the best weeks of the season so far this 
year. Many townfolk visited the mid- 
way during the week who do not usually 
patronize this class of amusements. 
They had al) heard of the fine attrace 


tions and came to see, spend their 
money and enjoy themselves. This was 
a result of courteous treatment and 


service to patrons. During the week this 
conversation was heard a number of 


times 
Visitor: “Is that the highest Big Eli 
Wheel built?” 


Ride man: “No it is a number five, 40 
feet hich.” 

Visitor: “Well it looks finer and big- 
ger than any others we have had here.” 

Ride man: “Thank you, that’s because 
it's all white and carries so many lights.” 

Favorable comment is your greatest 
advertisement. 

Whether a park ride man, traveling 
with an amusement company, or oper- 
ating independent rides you can profit 
by the experience of others. Human na- 
ture is the same the world over. Please 
your patrons and they will come to you 
again. 

You may now be doing the things we 
mention in this article. If not, think 
of the ways you can improve your service 
to please your patrons. After all your 
success depends upon the attitude of 
your patrons toward you. If they are 
pleased they will return and ride your 
riding devices again and this means 
more money to you.

PARKER RESIGNS 


BATAVIA, N. Y., Sept. 14— With a 
funereal atmosphere prevailing and hopes 
for its survival believed virtually at an 
end, the 90th annual Genesee Coun 
Fair went into its last day today, a day 
that appeared to be the last of the 
Genesee County Agricultural Soctety 

Tt was a disappointing climax for the 
new management that had exerted preat 
efforts for months to settle debts uncer 
a 50 per cent payment agreement to 
make it possible to get finances to open 
the gates this year. 

The fair has had reverses in other 
years of its Jong history. How much the 
financial deficit will be could not even 
be estimated by the management. Rea- 
sons assigned for ihe failure were many, 
the outstanding one advanced by the 
officials being that the controversy he- 
tween the 1928 directors and officers and 
the secretary, Fred B. Parker, had stirred 
up such enmity among farm people that 
they had not given support to the fair 

Secretary Parker resigned dramatically 
Thursday afternoon, when it was seen 
that even fine weather was failing to 
bring crowds, saying he believed his ac- 
tion would bring back the patronage of 
the rural people, without which the fair 
admittedly could not go on without 
financial disaster. 

There was much interest in what the 
effect his resignation and election of 
Ernest L. Button, of Le Roy, as his suc- 
cessor, would be, but the effect could not 
be determined, since Friday, the 13th, 
brought an all-day :.ain that caused can- 
cellation of horse racing, and found the 
grounds almost deserted. The amateur 
boxing program last night brought out 
a fair-sized crowd, but nothing to com- 
pare with the average crowds of other 
years,
